ALBERTA LEADS 


University Is First Institution in 
Canada to Create Depart- 
ment of Soils 


At the last meeting of the board of 
gevernors the following appointments 
were made: 

Professor of soils.—Dr. Frank Ar- 
chibald Wyatt, of the university of 
Illinois, Dr, Wyatt is a graduate in 
Agriculture of the university of Utah 
and after practical experience in 
farming proceeded to follow further 
study in the department of soils in 
the university of Ilinols, from which 
he took degrees both as master of 
science in agriculture and doctor of 
philosophy in agronomy.

It is worthy of note that the 
university of Alberta is the first tn- 
stitution in Canada to create a de- 
partent of soils, It is believed that 
the appointment of Dr. Wyatt will 
represent a forward step in scientific 
agriculture in Alberta, Whilst com- 
petent to deal in all soils matters, Dr. 
Wyatt ts particularly interested in the 
special province of dry farming and 
irrigation, and his nomination there- 
fore should be of particular value to 
the southern part of this province, 

Lecturer in P2nglish.—Paul A. W.

Mr. Wal- 
lace !s an honors graduate of the unt- 
versity of Toronto and in addition has 
had the advantage of two years’ study 
and travel in Europe, Mr, Wallace 
will have special charge of the work 
in English composition both written 
and oral.
